SOUTH-EAST COAST. 
Particulars of reported reefs between Little Bassas and Batticaloa. 

Tus following information, relating to the coast and the dangers off it between Little 
Basses rock on the sdkth and Batticaloa harbour on the north, is republished from the 
notice issued by His Excellency Rear Admiral Sir F. W. Richards, x.0.8., the Com- 
mander-in- Chief of the East India station, : 

‘The dangers reparted-off Komarie Point, and on which the steam-ships Grarilfe and 
‘Macgregor wre said to hage atruck, do not exist in the positions assigned. 
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A careful examination of the locality has been pate by Captain’ Aldrich, aud the 
officers of H. M. 8. Egeria, and, as a result, the coaat should uot be.approached nearer than 
20 fathoms in thick weather between Komariv and Batticalon. ’ 

The ridge shown on tho present Admiralty sheet and in the neighbourhood :of Komarie 
is about two miles north of its proper position, which latter is as follows ~~ + 


Its north oxtreme is in about latitude 7° 2’ 30” N. and 1-4 mile from the shore. 
The south extreme is in about latitude 6° 59’ N. and 0'8 mile from the shore. 


It is narrow, and composed of sand and coral patches, On several of the latter there 
is ng little as 2% fathoms of water. ‘The whole forms a dangerous reef. 

Ontside it, and to a distance of four miles from the shore, the ground 3s very uneveu, 
and a patch with 7 fathoms on it lies 3°7 miles from the nearest shore, and from it Aganis 
Peak bears N. 6° W. (true). 

The effects of the winds and currents hercabouts, as also on the edge of tie Bank 
of Soundings, are seen in heavy overfalls and tide rips, which may be mistaken for: shoal 
water, sometimes being met with even in the finest weather, 

The closely approximate position of the Alphee shoal is in latitude 7° 26 N.; lengitwis 
81° 51’ 80" K., coral; least water 3} fathoma. 

Komarie Point is a rounded curve in the coast line, and cannot be distinguished as a 
point from the sea, uuless very close iu to the shore, 

The appearance of the coast chauges at times very rapidly, aud estimated distances 
were often found much in error during the survey.
